IN APARTMENT RAID 


Forces Door to Rooms of 
Mrs. Guy W. S. Castle in 
Nineteenth Street. 


THEFT TOPS SERIES 
OF STORE FORAYS 


$25,000 in Clothing ls Taken 
From Erlebacher Shop in 
Climax of Lootings. 


Flaunting defiance at the police de- 
partment’s efforts to check the crime 
wave which has been steadily growing 
for the past several months, a daylight 
robber forced his way into the apart- 
ment of Mrs. Guy W. 8S. Castle, 1909 
Nineteenth street northwest, yesterday 
afternoon, and made off with jewelry 
valued at approximately $15,000. 

The report of the robbery was re- 
ceived at police headquarters while 
extra squads of detectives and police 
were being assigned to attempt to dis- 
cover the identity of the robbers who 
stole clothing valued at approximately 
$25,000 from Erlebacher’s, 1210-1212 F 
street northwest, early yesterday. Last 
night the police investigators said they 
had been unable to discover a clew to 
the identity of the robbers. 

The jewel robber gained entrance to 
Mrs. Castle’s apartment by “jimmying” 
the door with a thin piece of metal. A 
slight piece of wood was chipped from 
the door. The jewelry was the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Castle and her aister, Mrs. 
Mae B. Tennant and her niece, Miss 
Anne Tennant, of Oatland, Va. Mrs. 
Tennant and her daughter have been 
guests of Mrs. Castle for a week and 
were preparing to depart today. 

Loot Carefully Selected. 

Disregarding a quantity of old-fash- 
ioned jewelry and watches which 
would be hard to dispose of, the thief 
carefully selected fifteen pieces of ex- 
pensive jewelry and densrrtet. The 
loot consisted of a crescent containing 
nineteen diamonds, a necklace con- 
taining twenty diamonds, a pear! sun- 
burst w'‘h large diamond in the cen- 
ter, a bar pin set with five pearls and 
four .sapphires, a horseshoe pin con- 
tain‘'ng nine pearls and five diamonds, 
four diamond rings, a pearl ring set 
with rubies and diamonds, a solid gold 
bracelet, a gold pin, a heart-shaped 
oval set in diamonds, a diamond plate 
pin set with sixteen diamonds and a 
pair of crystal earrings set in onyx. 

Mrs. Tennant, her daughter and Mrs. 
Castle were shopping when the robbery 
occurred. They said that they left the 
apartment at 1 o’clock and returned at 
3 o’clock when the robbery was dis- 
covered. Everything in the apartment 
had been ransacked, Mrs. Castle said, 
and clothing, suitcases and broken 
jewel boxes were scattered all over the 
floor. None of the jewelry was insured, 
she sald. 


Organized Gang Saspected. 


The robbery at Erlebacher's is be- 
Meved by police to be the work of an 
organized gang who are blamed for 
eleven clothing store robberies on F 
street and Connecticut avenue, in 
which clothing valued at more than 
$100,000 has been stolen. 

The thieves, police say, gained en- 
trance to the Erlebacher store early 
yesterday by forcing open a rear base- 
ment window. Only the most ex- 
pensive gowns were taken. Last Fri- 
dey Rizik’s clothing store, which is di- 
rectly across the street from Erlebach- 
er's, was looted of gowns whose value 
may exceed $30,000. 

The Fort Dressmaking Shop, 1143 
Connecticut avenue, was also entered 
during the night, it was discovered yes- 
terday morning, but the thieves de- 
parted before taking anything of value.

PLAN OFFERED BY REED 


Missouri Senator Moves Pro- 
posal as Amendment to 
Deficiency Bill.

President Coolidge’s income tax 
credit plan, pigeonholed in the House, 
was put up to the Senate yesterday by 
a Democrat, Reed, of Missouri, and 
promptly met with parliamentary ma- 
neuvers on the Republican side for its 
rejection without a record vote. 

The President’s proposal—a 10 per 
cent credit on taxes on 1926 incomes 
payable this year—was.offered by the 
Missourian as an amendment to the 
$184,000,000 deficiency appropriation 
bill and still was pending when a re- 
cess was taken until today. 

Senator Lenroot (Republican). of 
Wisconsin, in charge of the bill, raised 
the point that it was general legisla- 
tion on an apvropriation measure and 
thus out of order. Senator Reed then 
launched into an address during which 
he declared the country should know 
“thet there now stands in this Con- 
gress a solid wall of Republican oppo- 
sition to Democratic efforts for tax 
relief.” 

Before Senator Reed offered _his 
amendment the Democrats, aided by 
Senator Couzens (Republican), Michi- 
gan, won a fight to change existing 
methods in the Treasury of approving 
tax-refund claims. 

Under an amendment to the bill by 
Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, all fu- 
ture refunds in excess of $50,000 must 


have the approval of the comptroller | 
before payments are made. |

McKellar first sought to have the} 
review by the court of tax appeals, but | 
two amendments for that purpose were 
rejected on points of order which were 
sustained by Vicé President Dawes tinat 
they embraced general legislation.

During the day, a girl friend, Marian 
Tushey, formerly a restaurant cashier, 
testified in support of Mrs. Brownizxg, 
after testimony offered by Mrs. Carolyn 
Heenan, mo’ ier of Mrs. Browning, and 
a Mrs. Mayer, a friend house guest 
of Mrs. Heenan. 

The two middle aged women, ‘talking 
with a tendency to prolixity which 
brought admonitions from counsel on 
both sides, told of occasions when Mrs. 
Browning had suffered fright at her

The young, auburn-haired ex-cashier, 
slightly older than the girl wife of the 
real estate man, was a surprise witness, 
testifying that last Saturday Mr. Brown- 
ing told her he would “make it interest- 


ing” for her if she could “recollect” and | 


testify to something adverse in the life 
of her friend, the then Frances Heenan, 
before the marriage. 


Telephoned to “Peaches.” 


“T am a ruined man and you can 
(help me,” the witness quoted Browning 
'as having said. 

She said she could not remember 
‘any acts such as Mr. Browning sug- 
gested she try to “recollect,” and, after 
leaving the Browning office she called 
up Mrs. Browning and told her what 
had happened. 

Another witness—the only man called 
during the day—was a newspaper re- 
porter, Arthur Le Duc, of New York. 

“Are you a friend of mine, or of my 
wife'’s?”’ she said Browning had asked 
him when he responded to an invitation 
to call. 

“I am a friend of both of you,” he 
said he answered. 

“How many times 
kissed you?”’ 
man asked. 

“Not once,” he answered. 

“Would you testify to that?” he testi- 
fied he was asked. 

“No, I wouldn’t testify to anything,” 
he said he replied. 

On the stand he asserted that his 
acquaintance with Mrs. Browning had 
been formal and that he had inter- 
viewed her and had her picture taken.

London, Jan. 26 (By A. P.).—Nearly 
200 deaths from influenza in London 
during the last week have been recorded 
with the authorities. In some of the 
poorer districts of the city people had 
to stand in line to obtain death certifi- 
cates. 

Reports of the ministry of health 
show that 470 persons died from the 
disease last week in the 105 largest 
towns outside London. 

During the last five weeks there have 


been 500 more deaths from influenza 
than for the corresponding period last 
year.

'Reiteration of Old Policy Held

America’s declaration of policy on the 
Chinese situation, which is in the form 
of @ prepared statement by Secretary 
of State Kellogg. was given out yes- 
terday for publication today. It has 
already been cabled to the American 
legation at Peking and its contents will 
be made known throughout China, 
where the situation is admittedly more 
critical than at any time in recent 
years. 

The features of the policy. as an- 
/nounced on the President’s behalf by 
| his Secretary of State, may be epito- 
| mized as follows: 
| First—America is willing to ne- 
gotiate with China, either inde- 
pendently or in cooperation with 
other powers, for the restoration of 
tariff autonomy to China andthe 
relinquishment of extraterritorial] 
rights.

Third—America expects the lives 
and properties of its nationals in 
China to be protected, and has sent 
werships to Chinese waters to af- 
ford that protection in casé the 
Chinese authorities are not able to 
extend it.

Events Are Reviewed. 

There are matters of detail dealt 
_ with, and Mr. Kellogg devotes a major 
| part of his statement to a resume of 
| past events, by which he seeks to show 
that the United States has :all along 
been advocating the principles he now 
announces. 

It is Mr. Kellogg's assertion in this 
latter respect which provides an 
inkling of the effect which the decla- 
ration is expected to have in China 
and elsewhere. In other words, Amer- 
| ica’s policy remains just as it has been. 
{despite changed conditions and despite 
the desires manifested in the Senate 
and the House to have the United 
States assume leadership in dealing 
with a rapidly changing problem which 
has caused the British and other gov- 
ernments to enunciate new policies. 

The British statement of policy, 
published here on December 18, goes 
farther toward recognizing the great 
issues involved in China’s determina- 
tion to free herself from foreign con- 
trol, than Mr. Kellogg’s declaration, 
is pointed out. And the tone of the 
British communication is viewed as 
more fortunate than the tone of the 
American State Department. In short,

LIQUOR HAS NO REAL 
VALUE AS MEDICINE, 
DR. KELLY DECLARES 


Harmful as Drug and Should 
Be Discarded, He Tells 
W. Us Is Us 


GEN. ANDREWS MAKES 
APPEAL FOR SUPPORT 


Enforcement and Observance 
of Prohibition Amazing, 
Haynes Asserts. 


Liquor has no real substantial value 
as medicine and it should be discarded 
by physicians, Dr. Howard A. Kelly, 
prominent surgeon of Baltimore, de- 
clared before the Women’s Christian 
Temperance union in the Mayflower 
hotel last night. 

The system under which physicians 
are now prescribing whisky is doing the 
medical profession a lot of harm, Dr. 
Kelly said, adding 

“I believe the best doctors, with 
few exceptions, would be glad to be 
rid of the privilege of prescribing any 
liquor for patients at any time.” 
Speaking from the same platform the 
day before, Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. 
Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of prohibition, ap- 
pealed to the delegates to support him 
in Mis plans for a government-owned 
distillery for turning out medicinal 
liquor. Gen. Andrews declared that 
such liquor was “indispensable.” 


Never Prescribes Liquor. 


Johns Hopkins University hospital, said 
last night that “there is no particular 
disease for which alcohol is prescribed 
as a remedy of great value.” He added

While alcohol may be used in cases 
of influenza and pneumonia, or to save 
the lives of “old topers,” there is no 
case in which it is used as‘a “cura- 
tive remedy,” he said. He described 
it as a drug for which there is “no 
substantial use,” one which does great 
harm. and which should be discarded. 
Dr. Kelly provoked laughter when he 
described conditions in the seventies, 
when’ it was the fashion to prescribe 
liquor for almost everything. Quite 
often, he said, the patient’s tastes 
were taken into consideration und a 
physician would decide that he must 
have sherry or Burgundy. Many patients 
thus were given habits that they were 
never able to break, he said. 


Capper to Speak Today. 


Senator Arthur Capper, of Kansas, 
was to have spoken last night, but 
was unable to attend because of a 
committee meeting. He sent word. that 
he would appear this morning. Follow- 


ing this morning’s session, the delegates 
will be received by President Coolidge 
at the White House. 

America is a iand of liberty, but it 
is “liberty under law,” Senator 
Wesley’ L. Jones, of Washington, 
told the delegates last night. There is 
no such thing, he said, to do as one 
pleases in this republic. The will of 
the people, as expressed in a law of the 
land, he declared, limits the rights 
and liberties of every citizen. 

“Prohibition deprives no one of his 
rights or his proper liberty,’”’ Senator 
Jones said. “It does serve to protect 
and preserve the rights and liberties 
of sober, law-abiding citizens and help- 
less children. Liquor took away those 
rights and liberties and life itself.” 


Respited Violators Assailed. 


Senator Jones assailed men of in- 
fluence who violate the eighteenth 
amendment and thus “encourage an- 
archy and justify bolshevism..”’ 

Prohibition Commissioner R. A. 


Haynes, looking back over the seven 
years cf prohibition, declared that the 
“amazing thing about the prohibition 
is not that it is difficult to enforce, but 
that it has been so successfully en- 
forced and so generally observed as it 
has been.” 

“Even a generation,” he said, ‘is not 
too long to wait for final judgment 
concerning a great forward crusade for 
humanity.” 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Wildebrandt, As- 
sistant United States Attorney General, 
compared the Constitution to a great 
dike, the foundations of which are 
the supporting laws of the States. If 
the people were not so “ignorant” of 
the laws surrounding prohibition, she 
said, the arguments of the wets would 
not get so far. She expressed the 
opinion that the only additional legis- 
lation needed where prohibition is con- 
cerned is legislation which would put 
more teeth in the law. 


Sinister Forces Called Active. 


Representative Grant M. Hudson, 
of Michigan, declared that the 
“sinister forces’’ opposed to  prohi- 


‘| bition are more active today than at 


any time Since the adoption of the 
eighteenth amendment and that they 
have more money at their command 
than ever before. An aroused citizenry, 
he said, is needed to curtail crime and 
to bring about law enforcement. 

In the afternoon, the delegates made 
a pilgrimage to statuary hall inthe 
Capitol, where exercises were held be- 
fore the statue of Frances Willard, 
pioneer worker for prohibition. The 
Illinois congressional delegation was 
present, headed by Senator Deneen, 
who was governor of Illinois when the 
State offered the statue to Congress. 

Representative Henry L. Rainey read 
a portion of the address he delivered 
at the time the statue was accepted. 

Representative Richard Yates, who 
was governcr when the statue was au- 
thorized, also spoke. Mrs. Ella A. Boole, 
national president of the W. C. T. U., 
placed a wreath at the base of the 
statue. Miss Anna A. Gordon, of Evans- 
ton, MIIll., world’s president of the 
W. C. T. U., presided.

Places in History, He 
Declares. 


INCREASED PROBLEMS 
ARE SHOWN IN DEFENSE 


President of Retailers at 
Closing Session. 


Senators are not Websters now, be- 
cause Webster would take a session to 
prepare a speech, whereas present sena- 
tors often must make two speeches a 
day, Senator David I. Walsh, of Mas- 
sachusetts, asserted last night at the 


banquet closing the convention of the 
Middle-Atlantic Shoe Retailers’ asso- 
ciation at the Willard hotel. 

He said: “The chief qualification for 
statesmanship is moral consciousness 
and a feeling of moral responsibility 
The country never has had a larger 
number of men ‘in the Senate who 
have this qualification than at the 
present.” 

He continued: “I dare say that 50 
years from now history wiil speak of 
some members of the present Senate in 
terms as glowing as it now sveaks of 
some members of former generatiens. 


Names Borah and Reed. 


And as likely inheritors of such a 
distinction I do net hesitate to na=:s 
Senators Borah, of Idaho, and Reed, of 
Missouri.” 

The Senate of the present time hers 
grown infinitely more complex, and has 
an infinitely greater number of prob- 
lems demanding immediate attention, 
Mr. Walsh declared. His address was 
in the nature of a reply to what he 
called “propaganda against the Senate, 
having as its aim the undermining of 
the body in publlc confidence.” It is a 
trend of the time, he declared. There 
is a growing spirit of hostility to parlia- 
mentary government, he said. 

The Senate, he said, is “the only re- 
maining open forum in the _ world.” 
With all its faults, he said, the Senate 
should be permitted to remain “free.” 
Its present rules are protectors of 
State’s. rights, he declared. The House, 
he said, “has ruled itself out of exist- 
ence.” The iron-clad rules of the 
House, he asserted, “prevent the de- 
velopment of statesmanship.” 


Speaks ‘of Criticism. 


He spoke of the criticism of the Sen- 
ate for differing with the chief execu- 
tive. Some have said the President 
should have the power to make treaties, 
he said, and to this he replied: 

“You might be willing to permit it, 
but the founders of the country even 
went so far as to provide that a ma- 
jority of the Senate could not do it.” 

Mark Lansburgh was toastmaster at 
the dinner. The next convention will 
be held in Atlantic City. George M. 
Garman was reelected president of the 
‘association, which changed its: name 
this week to the Middle-Atlantic Shoe 
Retailers association from the Pennsyl- 
vania Shoe Retailers association. Other 
officers elected were Albert J. Schmidt, 
Pittsburgh, first vice president; A. R.

MAN SHOOTS SELF DEAD; 
TWO ATTEMPT SUICIDE 


Gun Fires Bullet Secong Time 
After Navy Yard Officer 
Ends Life. 


GAS IS TRIED BY ANOTHER 


Warrant Officer William 
Webb, 34 years old, U. S. N., 
ted suicide in the receiving station at 
the U. S. navy yard yesterday while 
physicians at Casualty hospital were 
working to save the lives of two men 
who had attempted suicide earlier in 
the day, according to poiic-. 

Webb, who lived at 1818 Monroe 
street ---~hwest and was detailed as 
supply officer at the navy yard, locked 
himself in a room at the station and 
fired &@ busics through his brain. The 
report of the shot was heard by Gun- 
ner E. & Gardner, who forced open 
the door and saw Webb’s lifeless body 
lying on the floor. 

Gardner told investigators that he 
ran from the rom: and that while he 
was telephoning for medical aid he 
heard a second shot =: the room. When 
he returned with Lieut. Comdr. H. R. 
Herresch, medical corps, they found a 
38-caliber pistol clutched in Webb's 
right hand with two discharged cart- 
ridges in the magazine. 

A flattened bullet was found on the 
floor near the body. Commander Her- 
mesch said that he believed that the 
second shot was fired after Webb died. 
Muscular reaction after death probably 
caused Webb’s hand to clench the gun 
tighter and fire the shot. Webb is 
survived by his’mother, who lives at 
1818 Monroe street. He enlisted in the 
navy in 1915 and was detailed at the 
navy yard in 1925. 

Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt, after view- 
ing the body, certified the case as syi- 
cide. 

Webb had been morose and despond- 
ent because of ill health for several 
months, brother officers said. 

After penning a note stating that he 
had “struggled enough,” William J. 
Whaling, 30 years old, a bookkeeper, 
fired a bullet through his breast in his 
room at 1604 Montello avenue north- 
east. He is in a critical condition at 
Casualty hospital. 

The note, which was found beside 
his body by his stepmother, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Whaling, said: “My worries and 
troubles will now cease. I think I have 
struggled enough. No one,loves me.” 
It was signed “Bill.” 

Arthur Melvin Fownes, 31 years old, 
310 Seventh street northeast, attempt- 
6&i to end his life yesterday morning, 
according to police, by opening all the 
gas jets in his room. He was discov- 
ered unconscious by William Bowling, 
of the same address, and removed to 
Casualty hospital. He will recover, phy-

Permits Called Provisional. 


The only interpretation open for the 
oil companies’ statement, the depart- 
ment explains, is that it was inspired 
by passion or malevolence. All drilling 
permits, as well as permits for the 
exploitation of oil wells up to December 
21, it is added, were granted in ‘“‘abso- 
lutety precarious’ form and were of a 
provisional, revocable character, it be- 
ing specifically stated in\them that 
they would be subjected tO the new 
petroleum law once it was enforced. 

If the companies benefiting by ac- 
ceptance of such permits understood 
they were subject to the new law, then 
the department’s statement continues, 
the executive, through the department 
of industry, was justly entitied to re- 
voke permits in cases, where confirma- 
tory concessions were not. applied for, 
whether or not drilling work was stated. 

Thus, it is explained, if the permfts 
were absolutely conditional, no right 
could have been created for the bene- 
ficiaries, much less when the conditions 
stipulated were not complied with. 
Fowever, in spite of the fact that the 
legal situation of the case has been 
modified—the companies have been 
“consigned” by the attorney general to 
tribunals, and the matter at present ts 
Outside the sphere of the department 
of industry, the statement continues, 
“we have not impeded or obstructed 
the exploitation of wells or the work 
‘of those being drilled.” 


11 Missionaries Safe, 
But Lose Possessions 


Two cablecrams from the Fu-Chow 
province in China yesterday reported 
the safety of eleven Dominician mis- 
sionaries, but reported the loss of their 
mission houses and possessions to the 
advancing Cantonese nationalists. Th 
Very Rev. Raymond Meagher, O. P., di- 
rector of the Dominican order in this 
country, received the cablegrams. 

Included in the eleven are five young 
priests, who received their charge to the 
Fu-Chow province last November at 
ceremonies in St. Dominic’s church, 
Sixth and F streets southwest. They are 
the Revs. H. A. Burke, William 5S. Cas- 
sidy, R. E. Brennan, J. M. Barrett and F. 
A. Gordon. They were reported safe in 
Hong Kong. The other priests fled from 
Kienning-Fu on the Ming river. Father 
Meagher cabled the Rev. A. P. Curran, 
©. P., head of the Dominican foreign 
missions, who is at the head of. the 
missionaries, to proceed to Manila and 
await further instructions.

Republicans Ignore Challenge 
of Wheeler on Central 
American Issue. 

CONDUCT OF MARINES 
WINS APPROVAL OF EDGE 


Foreign Relations Group De- 
fers Action on Proposal to. 
Withdraw Forces. 


(By the Assoclated Press.) 

American activities in Nicaragua 
were debated briefly again yesterday in 
Senate, with Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, challenging the 
Senate to take a stand for or against 
the administration’s policy. 

The challenge passed without formal 
notice, the Senate turning back to con- 
sideration of the pefiding deficiency 
bill after a running fire of discussion 
in which several senators on the Re- 
publican side had defended the admin- 
istration’s program as the only one that 
could have been pursued. 

American marines came in for attack 
and defense during the debate, Senator 
Edge, Republican, New Jersey, praising 
them, and Senator King, Democrat, 
Utah, interrupting to ask what he 
thought of the fact that from a dozen 
to twenty marines had been sent, back 
fram Nicaragua for imprisonment in 
this country after conviction by court 
martial on charges-of murder. He ex- 
plained that he was referring to the 
previous American expeditionary force 
to Nicaragua, withdrawn in 1925. 

The New Jersey senator replied that 
the splendid behavior of the marine 
corps in the world war vindicated 
them, while Senator Willis, Republican, 
Ohio, declared the marines had stood 
by in Nicaragua always to see that jus- 
tice was done and lives protected. 


Committee Defers Action. 


Before the Senate discussion, the for- 
eign relations committee decided to 
defer action both on the Wheeler reso- 
lution for the withdrawal of American 
warships and marines from Nicaragua 
and on the Norris resolution proposing 
an investigation of published charges 
that the “ate Department undertook 
to have press associations disseminate 
propaganda affecting Nicaragua and 
Mexico. 

Also the committee decided against 
complying with Secretary Kellogg’s sug- 
gestion that it. make public the 
transcript of his statement to the com- 
mittee two weeks ago on Nicaraguan 
policy. 

A formal statement issued by Chair- 
man Borah said the committee held 
that the transcript was not complete 
since it had been revised by Mr. Kellogg 
and also that it was against sound 
policy to make public parts of the pro- 
ceedings in exceutive session; that if 
hearings are to be open they should ba 
open from the beginning.

ALL EYES ON CHINA. 


The world is turning its eyes toward 
China. The Chinese factions seem 
to have suspended hostilities, waiting 
breathlessly for the expected clash be- 
tween the Cantonese army and the Brit- 
ish forces that are assembling at 
Shanghai. Few observers believe that 
the large British forces, amounting to 
21,000 men, will be engaged solely in de- 
fending British interests at Shanghai. 
They expect to witness an effort by the 
British commander in chief to reach 
Hankow and recover possession of the 
British concession. As this is held by 
the Cantonese army, an advance up the 
Yangtzekiang by the British would 
speedily provoke war. 

The United States intends to confine 
its military and naval activities to the 
protection of American life and property. 
There is no agreement requiring the 
United States to join hands with the out- 
side powers, even for the defense of for- 
eign compounds, and still less for gen- 
eral operations. 

Americans are anxious to have the 
(hinese people know that this country 
“oes not intend to take part in any war 


to enforce foreign demands or retain for- 
eign occupation of any part of China. 
Americans are not asking for special 
privileges, concessions, or territory. They 
are willing to treat with China as an 
equal, asking only most-favored-nation 
treatment. If the American people have 
their way, no American military or 
naval forces will engage in hostilities in 
China. Citizens of this country who are 
‘1 danger are entitled to protection, and 
if possible they should be rescued. For- 
tunately the Chinese of Shanghai seem 
‘0 understand that the United States is 
xeeking only the safety of its citizens 
tnd is anxious to avoid any action which 
yiaight be construed as part of a plan of 
the outside powers to check the nation- 
alist movement that is going on. 

Although legitimate British interests 
in China are very large, the great size of 
the British force now being sent to 
Shanghai may prove to be an unfortu- 
nate move by causing the Chinese to fear 
that the offensive is to be taken by the 
British commander. It is a most ticklish 
situation, upon the outcome of which 
may depend the continuation of the pres- 
ent British government. Strenuous pro- 
tests are voiced in England against the 
Chinese expedition. If war should come 
the sphere of hostilities might be ex- 
tended to embrace parts of India, where 
domestic unrest and Russian intrigue 
have been recognized as dangerous 
factors. 

British diplomatic agents have been 
feverishly engaged in trying to make 
peace with the Cantonese government, 
but thus far little headway seems to have 
been made. These agents are badly 
handicapped by reason of the fact that 
Britain holds Chinese territory as well 


as special concessions, which the Chinese 


now insist should be relinquished entire- 
ly. The amount of money involved, the 
intricate system of business that has 
been built up, and the large number of 
British subjects in China all conspire to 
make an adjustment extremely difficult, 
added to which is the intense anti-British 
feeling stirred up by Russian and native 
radicals. 

The world will welcome the announce- 
ment that the United States looks with 


sympathy upon the establishment of 


stable government in China, by the Chi- 
nese and for the Chinese. Whatever the 
policy of other powers may be, the United 
tates must avoid commitments which 


should be fired from an American gun in 


any aggressive operation’ against the 
Chinese armies or people. 


FOR PURCHASE OF PARK LANDS. 


Chairman Zihlman, of the House District | 
committee, has introduced a bill calling for | 


an annual appropriation of $200,000 with 
which to match appropriations made by Vir- 
ginia and Maryland for the purchase of park 
lands contiguous to the National Capital. 
Under its organic act the park ahd planning 
commission is authorized to secure such lands. 
Originally it was planned to appropriate for 
the commission $1,100,000 annually, or 1 
cent per capita for the entire population of 
the United States, but the appropriations thus 
far have been entirely from District taxes to 
the amount of only $600,000 a year. 

Maryland now proposes to set up a fund for 
purchase of park lands to be coordinated to 
purchases by the National Capital body. It 
is unfair that local tax funds be spent for pur. 
chases outside the District. The Zihlman Dill 
specifies that half of the cost of outside lands 
should be paid by the government. 

In the meantime, opposition to the creation 
of a Maryland park and planning commission, 
to work in conjunction with the National Cap- 
ital body, seems to have developed. On the 
theory that the burden of purchases by such 
a body would have to be borne principally by 
Montgomery and Prince Georges counties, and 


that this is unjust, a protest has been for- | 


warded to Gov. Ritchie by residents of Hyatts- 
ville. In the protest, however, it is admitted 
that beautification of the Capital is an im- 
provement in which all are interested and in 
which all should join. The Zihlman measure 
meets this situation. For park lands outside 
the District the Federal government would 
share half the cost, an eminently fair arrange- 
ment, since practically all the funds for use 
of the National Capital park and planning 
commission are paid by taxation of the Dis- 
trict. The bill is fair to the District, the 
neighboring States and the Federal govern- 
ment. It should be enacted into law. 


THE REAL AND THE FALSE. 


The New York Times refers with approval to 
an address by Charles E. Hughes in which the 
former justice of the United States Supreme 
Court described that body. Mr. Hughes spoke 
of the principles of restraint adopted by the 
judges themselves, which have established the 
court as ‘‘an independent and exclusively ju- 
dicial body.’’ The court adopted the rule of 
deciding only actual cases. ‘‘Advisory opin- 
ions it refuses to give, although they were re- 
quested in the early days.” | 

When Americans were disposed to support 
the world court created by the league of na- 
tions they took it for granted that it was like 
the United States Supreme Court—‘‘an inde- 
pendent and exclusively judicial body.’’ Then 
they learned that its chief function was to ren- 
der advisory opinions to a political body. It 
would be a public benefit if Mr. Hughes and the 
New York Times would now frankly abandon 
their support of the bogus world court, and 
advocate the creation of “an independent and 
exclusively judicial body.’’ 


GIVE US A CHESS CZAR. 


One by one our national pastimes are puri- 
fying themselves. Some time ago, when the 
moving picture industry found itself in dis- 
favor, Will Hays was appointed dictator of 
the movies. Since then conditions have im- 
proved immeasurably. Baseball, too, under 
the benevolent czardom of Judge Landis, has 
been enthroned on the snow white peak of per- 
fection, with only an occasional charge of 
sloughing, gambling or improper practice to 
enliven the monotony. Possibly there still is 
room for improvement in football, although, 
despite the recent charges of a former Harvard 
star that Princeton deliberately attempts to 
gouge out the eyes of opponents and breaks 
their limbs whenever possible, the collegiate 
sport continues to draw huge audiences. 

Something must be done, however, to mop 
up the chess situation. Dr. Emanuel Lasker, 
former world’s chess champion, has rejected 
all overtures to take part in the forthcoming 


‘grand masters’ tournament, alleging that in 


the 1924 tournament he had been clocked by 
a highly sophisticated timepiece and cheated 
out of his proportionate share of the gate re- 
ceipts. In reply the secretary of the tourna- 
ment committee denies the charges and makes 
the counter accusation that Dr. Lasker uses 
unfair ventilation methods to annoy his op- 
ponents and upset their train of thought, and 
makes a practice of smoking throughout a 
game long, black 6-cent cigars, which cause 
irritation to the throats of ordinary persons, as 
he blows the smoke across the table into the 
face of his opponent. 

Whether these charges be true or not, an 
investigation is in order. Here is an opening 
for some ambitious young senator. Further- 
more, a czar of chessdom should be appointed, 
so that the pastime may be continued under 
proper regulation. Rough stuff must be put 
down, and all rowdyism and mob rule rigor- 
ously suppressed. 


DEMONSTRATING FORESTRY. 


Following the free distribution of a million 
copies of the “Forestry Primer” by the Ameri- 
can Tree association of this city, comes the an. 
nouncement from Syracuse, N. Y., that the 
State college of forestry will demonstrate 
forestry ‘‘from the ground up,” where all may 
see the development* of the tree from the 
seedling to the lumber pile. | 

In Warren county, N. Y., just north of 
Glenn Falls and along the highway between 
Albany and Montreal, facetiously called the 
‘“‘Bootleggers’ Trail,’’ is a vast tract of virgin 
timber lying on both sides of the highway be- 
tween Lake George and the Hudson. Through 
the efforts of Charles Lathrop Pack, of Wash- 
ington, this timberland has been conveyed 
to a trust, which during the coming summer 
will be operated under the auspices of the 
University of Syracuse. 

Throughout the season the forestry students 
of the university will “put the forest to work,”’ 
where every passer-by may see the scientific 
management of woodlands. Seedlings will 
be transplanted and cultivated, timber will be 
thinned out, and the ripened trees will be cut, 
converted into lumber and seasoned for com- 
mercial use. 

very conceivable operation in the art of 
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~-be carried on by the students, for the double 


purpose of instructing the undergraduates of 
the university and educating the public in the 
conservation and restoration of the timber 
supply. 

There are ‘‘arboretums” for the growing of 
trees for replanting cut-over lands in many 
States, and schools of forestry are not rare, 
but the Charles Lathrop Pack Forestry Trust 


'of the New York College of Forestry is the 
| first of its kind in this country, and, situated 


as it is for several miles along the main high- 
way of travel into Canada, it will afford most 
unusual sight-seeing features for the thousands 
of automobile travelers who traverse the route 
every year. The educational value of the work 
will be beyond computation. 


A VALUATION PLAN, 


Col. U. S. Grant 3d, director of public build- 
ings and parks, has worked out a scheme 
which should unravel the existing tangle re- 
garding park and school site purchases. Under 
the law, officials can not pay more than 25 per 
cent above the assessed price for any piece of 
property. Usually owners \are unwilling to 
part with their land at this: price, and since 
the law went into effect few transfers have 
been made. In part, the difficulties are due to 
the fact that present assessments no longer 
represent the true value of the property, and 
the 125 per cent limitation is below the mar- 
ket price. 

As a solution, Col. Grant suggests that a 
board of appraisers be appointed, made up of 
the assistant tax assessor, representatives of 
the Department of Justice and the park com- 
mission, and two citizens appointed by the 
commissioners. The board would appraise a 
stipulated number of parcels of land, 50 or 
more, for example, and the tax assessor either 
could revise their figures or accept them for 
his valuation. Such values would be up to 
date, and even though no government official 
would be permitted to pay more than 20 per 
cent above the assessed valuation -for the 
property, the present situation would be re- 
lieved. 

The plan is interesting and apparently will 
bear the closest scrutiny. Since it would re- 
lieve conditions which are blocking the prog- 
ress of park and school building programs, 
every effort should be made to have it enacted 
into law. 


F STREET BURGLARS. 


Some morning in the future the people of 
Washington will be astonished. They will 
search the columns of The Post in a vain effort 
to find the regular account of the looting of a 
store devoted to the sale of ladies’ frocks and 
furs. But that will come only when the noc- 
turnal collectors of such draperies have com- 
pletely supplied their wants. 

At present the demand is unsatisfied, and 
each morning readers are regaled with the 
account of the activities of the marauders who, 
having cleaned up in Connecticut avenue, are 
now devoting their attention to the stores in 
F street. These establishments afford rich 
returns for the labors of the collecting frater- 
nity. But the burglars appear to have great 
discernment, as they select only the choicest 
creations, with evidence of strong predilections 
for Parisian models. 

While it is perhaps somewhat annoying for 
the F street merchants to find, upon arriving 
at their establishments in the morning, that 
the necessity for a “special sale’’ has been 
averted through the unexpected calls which 
have been made on them during the night, 
they must at the same time experience a feel- 
ing of satisfaction in witnessing the evidence 
that their unwelcome callers have testified to 
the high quality of the goods carried. 

Of course no blame can be attached to the 
police department for its failure to apprehend 
the clothing collectors. They have plenty to 
keep them busy in preventing the violation of 
parking and traffic regulations. 


COSTLY CARELESSNESS. 


Fire losses in the District of Columbia in 
1925 amounted to almost $1,000,000, accord- 
ing to the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, an increase of 14 per cent over 1924. 
Nearly half the conflagrations were caused by 
matches or smoking. Next in importance 
came stoves, furnaces, boilers and their pipes, 
entailing a loss of about $57,000, after which 
is listed incendiarism, causing a total of ap- 
proximately $42,000 damage. 

The figures constitute a striking com- 
mentary on the cost of carelessness. Stove, 
furnace, boiler and pipe conflagrations, only 
to a relatively small extent due to carelessness, 
caused not quite 6 per cent of the losses. 
Smoking and matches caused approximately 45 
per cent. 

For many years a campaign has been going 
on designed to impress upon smokers the po- 
tential danger of the lighted match or burning 
cigarette carelessly flung away. Nevertheless 
each year’s compilations of the causes of fire 
losses show that little progress has been made. 
Smokers continue to be careless, and the gen- 
eral public is forced to bear the burden of the 
loss caused by such carelessness. Responsi- 
bility is clearly up to each individual. Smok- 
ing carries with it the duty of making certain 
that matches or ashes do not cause conflagra- 
tions. 


ALIEN EGGS. 


All the agricultural woes are not confined 
to the United States, says the Newcastle Cour- 
ier.

VERY once’ in a while, in spite of 
E our effort to hold to our daily 

menu, there comes a day that 
must be devoted to request’ recipes, 
and.this is one of those days, for, in 
a very brief absence of the hqmse- 
keeper, a nice little pile of letters with 
requests has accumulated. Among 


‘them was a note from a bride, and in 


response to our comment of brides and 
cookery, and I am delighted to know, 
my dear, that you like your new cook- 
ery duties, and that, too, you like these 
recipes in The Post and that you clip 
and save them. At least of one thing 
we do feel sure, and that is that you 
will not be disappointed, for we are 
careful to almost an absurd degree 
with the recipes we print, and for each 
set of dimensions a perfect article is 
Supposed to take form. 


Not always are we able to give imme- 
diate attention to a communication, 
and in the mail at the studio today 
came a letter from a reader who, a few 
days ago, wrote for information,. and 
on not getting an immediate reply, 
writes to know why. Because there 
are many letters, my dear, and, although 
we wish very much to give immediate 
attention, it is sometimes impossible 
for us to do so, and especially this last 
week has it been impossible to keep 
things rolling in their natural order, 
since the Housekeeper has been away. 


One of the inquiries that has come 
to us is regarding the mint jelly recipe 
we gave last year, to be used with roast 
lamb. It was a good thing, was it not? 
This reader thinks so, and we know 
ourselves that to serve the jelly with 
either lamb chops or roast makes the 
meat more tasty and the meal more 
perfect. 

First let me give the rules that in 
general govern the making of jams and 
jellies, for they will simplify the di- 
rections for the mint jelly and hold for 
any of the spring jellies as they come 
along. May I ask that the jelly makers 
who are apt to want recipes this spring 
and summer cut this paragraph from 
the paper and file it away somewhere, 
that the questions may be reduced 
when the time comes. 


Jams and Jellies. 


In securing fruits for making jelly, 
always procure those which are some- 
what underripe. The fruits best suited 
for jelly making are currants, plum, 
quinces, crabapple, grapes and apples. 
These fruits will make a perfect jelly 
if not used overripe. A good Jelly 
should be bright in color and clear. 
When removed from the glass it should 
retain the shape of the mold and be 
tender enough to quiver without break- 
ing. With watery fruits, such as grapes 
and currants, use no water. Cut hard 
fruits into small pieces and use about 
three cups of water to each pound of 
fruit. Cook the fruit slowly until the 
juice begins to flow, then crush with 
a wooden potato masher. 
juice and for each cup allow three- 
quarters of a cup of sugar. The sugar 


should be placed in a shallow pan and 


warmed slightly in the oven. Reheat 
the juice and when it reaches the boil- 
ing point add sugar immediately. Cook 
rapidly about five minutes, removing 
the scum as it appears. To determine 
when the jelly has cooked sufficiently 
drop a teaspoonful of the sirup on 
a cold plate. If the jelly stage is 
reached “it will thicken slightly in a 
few seconds. When cold pour melted 
paraffin over the tops of the jelly 
glasses into which the sirup has been 
turned. Cover and store in a cool place 
that is both dark and dry.

Mint Jelly. 


Cut in eights, one peck of apples, 
put in a kettle with two quarts of cold 
water. Cover and bring to the boiling 
point and let simmer until the apples 


ness of cheese cloth and then bring the 


juice to a boil again and let it boil 
twenty minutes. Add three-fourths of 
its measure of heated sugar and boil 
five minutes more. Have ready a large 
bunch of fresh mint, wash and bruise 
it by pressing the leaves between the 
fingers. Pass the bunch through the 
boiling sirup until the desired mint 
flavor is attained. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of lemon juice and color with 
green vegetable coloring. Color very 
sparingly as it is a more simple process 
to add more than to take away, and 
the coloring matter is very vivid. Skim 
the jelly and turn it into the glasses.

2 pounds of round steak cut in tiny 
pieces.

connived. He imposed the heaviest 
penalties. This is a travesty and prosti- 
tution of justice; that this judge, sworn 
to do his duty, should first instigate 
law violation and then have the au- 
dacity to sit in these cases. It is time 


to call a halt if we are so blind to jus- 
tice. I urge the committee on Jjudi- 
ciary to investigate this question at 
once. It behooves the committee to 
set impeachment in motion. His pun- 
ishment should be nothing short of im- 
peachment.

“It is passing strange that neither 
Gen. Andrews nor Commissioner Blair 
placed any censure on Merrick or any 
of the others guilty of espionage or 
undercover methods, although botn of 
these gentlemen disapprove of such 
methods.

sioner of internal revenue.

he could not remain in the post which |

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ONGE HEAD OF TREASURY. 


Secretary Under McKinley 
and Roosevelt Retired From 
Business in 1906. 


HEADED 1893 EXPOSITION 


San Diego, Jan. 26 (By A. P.).—Lyman 
J. Gage, former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and recognized for many years -as 
one of the leading bankers of the coun- 
try, died at Point Loma, near here, to- 
day. He retired from active business in 
1906, his last public appearance being 
in 1920, when he was one of a party of 
distinguished men who made a trip to 
Japan. 

Mr. Gage was born in De Ruyter, N. 
Y., June 28, 1836, and up to 1861, when 
he arrived in Chicago, where he achieved 
national fame, he had been an office 
boy and accountant. He became presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of 
Chicago in 1891, and continued that 
position until he was drafted to the 
secretaryship of the Treasury by Presi- 
dent McKinley. He also served in the 
same capacity under President Roose- 
velt. 

It was wh‘le Mr. Gage was Secretary 
of the Treasury in 1897 that his most 
outstanding work was accomplished. 
This was the floating of an issue of 
#200,000,000 bonds authorized at the 
beginning of the Spanish-American 
war. The rate was 3 per cent and the 
loan, after much doubt had been ex- 
pressed, was taken by individual offers 
from more than 320,000 subscribers. 

Mr. Gage always looked upon the 
floating of the bond issue as the best 
accomplishment of his public life. He 
said he popularized American war loans. 
The experiment justified itself and 
strengthened the nation, he often told 
friends. 

He was head of the American Bank- 
ers association for three terms, and for 
years was a trustee of the Carnegie 


institution. He was honored by posi- 


tions of ‘high trust in Chicago. His 
widow survives him. 


Lyman Judson Gage, Secretary of the 
Treasury from 1897 to 1902, was promi-' 
nent in Chicago banking circles before 
entering the McKinley cabinet. 

He was the first president of the 
board of directors of the world’s Colum- 
bian exposition in 1893 and for three 
terms was head of the American Bank- 
ers association. He was also for years 
a trustee of the Carnegie institution, 


Washington, D. C., and president of the 


Civic Federation of Chicago. The honor- | 
ary degree of doctor of laws was con- 


ferred upon him in 1897 by Beloit col- 
lege, and in 1908 by New York unl- 
versity. He was thrice married, the 
first time in 1864 to Miss Sarah Ethe- 
ridge, of Hastings, Minn., who died in 
1874; the second time to Mrs. Cornelia 
Washburn Gage, of Denver, in 1887, and 
the third time to Mrs. Frances Ada 
Ballou, of San Diego, Calif., in 1909.

Do not hold up when original 
lead shows that neither adversary 
can be exhausted. 

On Monday I gave a case in which a 
Declarer, with Ace-x-x and with no 
possible trick in the suit in Dummy, 
should not hold-up, and yesterday an- 
other Ace-x-x hand was shown to be 
studied until today. It is another non- 
hold-up, but in giving such examples I 
wish to emphasize that the hold-up is 
advantageous oftener than not and, it 
should be made unless Declarer is sure 
that his hand belongs to one of the ex- 
ceptional classes. When determining 
whether to hold-up or not, the Declar- 


jer should always appreciate that the 


sole object of the hold-up is to exhaust 
the adversary on the right so that he 
can not lead the established adverse 
suit. When the card originally led 
shows that the adversary on the right 
has at least four cards of the suit and 
can not be exhausted by holding up 
until the third round, then such hold- 
up is obviously useless and merely 
starts the adversaries off with two 
tricks. When the original lead is the 
Deuce or, considering the other cards in 
sight, a card which must be the lowest 
held by. the leader, and when the De- 
clarer in his two hands holds a total 
of only five cards of the suit led, it is 
clear that the leader having four and 
the Declarer having a total of five, the 
adversary on the right must have four, 
and the hold-up can not be of advan- 
tage to the Declarer.

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SOME MORE STUDIES IN GENIUS. 


EADERSHIP is more important 
:. than followship for a dominating 

nation. History furnishes more 
than one illustration of a nation that 
was put on the map through the 
genius of a single man. Greece and 
Rome are the classical illustrations of 
what a small group of very superior 
beings were able to do in establishing 
enduring reputations for a nation of 
people who otherwise were about on a 
par with the neighbors. 

If any nation could solve the prob- 
lem of breeding genius; and then ap- 
ply what was known, that nation would 
far outstrip any other nation. Neither 
bad climate nor poor land nor any 
other hindrances could hold them 
back were they given the advantage of 
sole knowledge of how to breed genius. 

And yet the subject is one that has 
received very little attention. Galton 
studied it. Havelock Ellis, Wood, Cal- 
tell and a few others have written 
about it, but as yet it is almost undis- 
covered country. 


The latest contribution is Volume II 


of the Genetic Study of Genius by Cox. 


This series of studies is being made at 


Leland Stanford university by Terman 


and his associates. Volume I embodied 
a study of several thousand superior 
children attending California _ schools. 
The Terman schools hold that youth 
is especially the period in which men 
and women of supertor ability should 
be studied. One chapter in Volume I 
told of the later histories of a group 
of superior children reported on by 
Terman several years ago. 

In this second volume Cox gives the 


result of study of about 300 eminent 


men and women in various parts of the 
world. . 

To begin with, it is not easy to define 
genius. It is even more difficult to de- 
cide whether a given man of eminence 
was a genius or not. Terman cuts the 
knot by calling his 300 “people of 
eminence.” He might have called 
them “people of great achievement.” 
I expect that is as far as we should go 
in writing about historical characters. 
A man may achieve a great deal with- 


out being of the mental type that 


comes to mind when the term “genius” 
is used. 

The Cox study lead to these three 
conclusions: 

1. Youths who achieve eminence have 
in general: (a) a heredity which is 
above the average and (b) superior ad- 
vantages in early environment. Emi- 
nence is not a function either of 
heredity or environment alone. 

2. Youths who achieve emjnence are 
distinguished in childhood by behavior

McCar!l was recently asked to rule on 
the point by a member of Congress 
interested in the promotion of Headley, 
and it is presumed that an effort will 
be made to provide an additional in- 
apector’s salary in the 1928 police de- 
partment budget. —
